1 . Claims 4, 13, 16 and 35-40 as submitted in the "Supplemental Response" filed by 
Applicant on March 16, 2009 are allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record (Kennedy, U.S. 6,134,582; Bilansky, U.S. 2003/01721 18; 
Boothby, U.S. 7,209,91 1; Sherman, U.S. 6,647,409), taken singularly or in combination, 
reasonably taught or suggested the combined limitations of claims 35 or 36. 

In particular, none of the prior art of record disclosed maintaining a distinct client-side 
checked table comprising only records identifying each message which has been checked against 
the filter criteria and has been found not to meet the filter criteria and marking each record with a 
flag, such that the corresponding messages do not need to be checked against the filter criteria in 
the subsequent synchronization sessions and therefore saving processing time for 
synchronization. 

3. The claimed invention is fully supported by the specification as originally filed (Fig. 3 
discloses "a message store table" and "a checked table" with flags; Fig. 4 and paragraphs [0040]- 
[0046] disclose the message synchronization process as recited in the claim).
